But all her anguish was forgotten, for a while, when 

e held a little boy in her arms and looked into his deep, 
wear eyes, Years afterwards, the night before He went to 
iis cross, Jesus spoke to His disciples of how sorrow may be 

ged to joy. Isn’t it reasonable to think that He here 
flects what Mary had told Him many times (See John 

3:21)?

But despite all fearful anticipation Jesus went back to Na- 
areth and continued to obey Joseph and Mary. Joseph seems

alf-sisters and his four half-brothers. 

But the day came when God’s Spirit told Him to bid good- 
y to Nazareth. During the next three years or so Mary must

ven when she appealed to Him. (John 2:4; Math. 12:46). We 
sar that Jesus visited in many homes but we are never told 
1at He went to see His mother. We may believe that Mary

remembered many words Jesus had spoken and that they 
were a great help to her (Luke 2:51), but at times it may 
have seemed hard to her that she could no longer have her 
son with her. Mary did probably not realize that in a sense 
Jesus longed more for her than she for him. Jesus could 
on occasion be tempted to return to heaven, to go back to the 
glorious mansions instead of spending His time with faithless 
and perverse people (Math. 17:17). At other times He 
doubtless longed so much for His mother that Satan tempted 
Him to retire to Nazareth instead of giving Himself to un- 
grateful multitudes and to disciples of little faith. 

Finally a day came when Mary could be with Him, because 
nearly all His many friends had left Him. But how bitter a 
day it was, how horrible it was to see Him hanging on the 
cross! How Mary must have suffered with Jesus! Surely, 
now the sword Simeon had spoken of pierced her soul. 

And again He was busy with others. But when He had 
ministered to the dying thief He finally found time for her. 

How grateful we should be that John has given us this bit 
of information. These four words Jesus spoke to His mother 
and the three words He addressed to John tell us a great deal. 
How meager our understanding would be of the relationship 
between Jesus and His mother without them. 

Good Friday brought in a very personal way deep agony to 
Mary but also a wondrous assurance of the love of Jesus. 
She was reassured that He had not forgotten her, and in the 
days and years that followed she experienced more and more 
that she had received a marvelous blessing. Jesus had given 
her a new son who ministered both to her earthly and her 
spiritual needs. And in doing so John, Jesus’ most intimate 
friend, likewise was richly rewarded, and through him many 
others were blessed. 

John took Mary to his own home, and when we get to heav- 
en we shall learn about what we now can only guess: how 
wonderful a home life they lived. 

Seen on the background of the previous relationship be- 
tween Jesus and His mother, the third word from the cross 
becomes very meaningful. It suggests to us how deep was 
the love of Jesus to His mother. It indicates that the clean- 
sing blood of Calvary must instill in our hearts a spirit of 
love and service to those to whom we are related by flesh and 
blood. And then reach farther and build a new brotherhood 
of men. Christianity must begin at home and then spread 
out and be applied, not in broad generalities but specifically 
to individuals, building true home life and true fellowship. 

We can keep our Christianity only by giving it away; by 
giving ourselves to the Lord and to His people (2 Cor. 8:5), 
by the power and in the spirit of Christ who gave Himself for 
us. 

Satan, sin and death separate and destroy, but the love of 
Christ unites and brings life. Thus a foretaste of heaven 
may be created in Christian homes and in Christian fellow- 


ship.

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an. Today we bring a second letter 
from Pastor Neve. 


Kurume, Japan, Feb. 16, 1953 
Dear Friends: 

I just got back this afternoon from an 
historic meeting: the Japanese equival- 
ent of a Rural Life Conference, the first 
one ever held in the Japan Lutheran 
Church. The theme of the conference 
explains its purpose: “How can we 
bring the Gospel to rural Japan?” It 
was primarily a laymen’s conference 
as evidenced by the attendance, seven 
pastors and over 35 laymen, almost all 
of them farmers who came from all 
over Kyushu to the two day meeting 
held in the building newly erected as a 
Rural Center adjacent to our church in 
Hita. 

The significance of the conference is 
that the church here is gradually turn- 
ing its attention to rural evangelism, 
after 60 years of predominately city 
work.It is an appalling fact that among 
the more than 5000 Lutherans in Jap- 
an there are probably less than 100 
farmers. We talk about rural evan- 
gelism, meaning churches in rural 
areas. But even these churches in ru- 
ral areas gather in mainly shopkeepers, 
students, girls studying sewing or 
working girls, teachers, ete. For in- 
instance I have preaching places in 
eight rural towns and villages. In only 
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Faith Lutheran, Castro Valley, Calif., women. 
one place, Tanushimaru, do we have 


Christians who are actually farmers, 
and they became Christians through 
the influence of their children in Amer- 


ica. One old Christian gentleman at 


the conference reported that in his — 


church, one of our rural centers where 
we have over 30 Christians, he is the 
only farmer. 


Even though we value every Chris-— 


tian as a person won for Christ, yet 
we will never touch the real heart of 


Japan nor win it for Christ until we - 


can win those who live on and till the | 


soil, the farmers. The young people 
who go to school, or who commute to 
the city, who get away from their 
homes even for a while and become 
interested in new ideas, are the ones 
who become Christians. But a farmer, 
whose family has lived in the same 
village for hundreds of years, who 
doesn’t go outside his village except for 
an occasional trip to the next town or 
the city, whose home remains solidly 
Buddhist under the watchful eyes of a 
long line of ancestral spirits, is far 
from {being ripe plums ready for Chris- 
tianity to pick off the Buddhist family 
tree.

The projects adopted and the conse- 
quent budget may be of great importance in themselves, 
but it is not very easy to get these projects across to the 
leaguers. Most of the leaguers are only 14-17 years old. 
You cannot expect them in the short time they attend 
league to get very enthusiastic about the projects. After 
all, the conscientious leaguers are and should be interest- 
ed in the difficult work of keeping the newly confirmed 
in the league.

Although it is 350 years since Chris- 
tians were put to death in Japan, some 
of them by crucifixion, the memory is 
still quite fresh in many rural areas. 
One boy, urging his dying mother to 
become a Christian, heard her reply 
that she was afraid she would be cru- 
cified if she accepted Christianity. An- 
other girl said that her friends stead- 
fastly refused to even look at the Bible 
or read it, even though they didn’t have 
the faintest idea of what it contained. 
Many families are afraid that it will 
ruin prospects of marriage for their 
daughters if they become Christians. 

These are just some of the things we 
heard. But the wonderful thing about 
it all is that we had such a conference 
where Christian farmers could gather 
with pastors doing rural work, testify 
to the power of Christ in their own 
lives and talk about ways of bringing 
Him to those who do not yet know Him. 
It’s a first step with promise of greater 
things to come.

Neenah, Wisconsin—During the 1952

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German Church Deplores 
Witchcraft and Exorcism 

Kiel, Germany—Sensational revela- 
tions of “applied witchcraft” and exor- 
cism in rural areas of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, the northernmost province of 
Germany, have been confirmed by 
church authorities, it was reported here 
by Evangelischer Pressedienst, official 
news bulletin of the Evangelical 
Church in Germany. 


The increase of superstition and a 
growing influence of “sorcerers” was 
first pointed out by Johann Kruse, di- 
rector of the Hamburg Archives for 
Study of Modern Superstition. 

According to Pressedienst, he report- 
ed various cases of exorcism and “cure 
by sorcery” in rural areas of Schles- 
wig-Holstein, and claimed that attempts 
to cure cattle through “witchcraft” was 
spreading all over the province. The 
latter statement, Pressedienst added, 
was confirmed by veterinarians. 

Church authorities, the news bulle- 
tin said, attributed the growing super- 
stition to “spiritual loneliness of people 
who found themselves without strong 
church ties” after World War II, and 
to ‘increasing influence of religious 


sects, many of whom have received 
considerable material support from 
abroad.” 


In view of the situation, Pressedienst 
said, the churches must face the ne- 
cessity to intensify their spiritual min- 
istry beyond previous efforts. 

It added that the situation is worse 
in Schleswig-Holstein, especially along 
the eastern border of the province, but 
pointed out that superstition seems to 
be growing in other parts of Germany, 
too. In 1952, Pressedienst said, a total 
of 65 cases of “belief in witches and ap- 
plied sorcery” were reported from all 
parts of Germany, 12 of them from 
Schleswig-Holstein.

In most cases, the report said, the 
“witches” or “scorcerers” have been in 
possession of “the sixth and the seventh 
Book of Moses,” an “evil black magic 
product,” which has no foundation 
whatsoever in the Bible. 


Says U.S. Had Vatican 
Representative During War 

New York—The United States had 
a representative to the Vatican “with 
diplomatic status” during World War II 
according to an article in America, na- 
tional Jesuit weekly published here. 


The article, written by the Rev. Rob- 
ert A. Graham, S.J., a contributing edi- 
tor, in the Feb. 28 issue of the maga- 
zine, said the diplomatic representative 
was Harold H. Tittman, charge d’af- 
faires, whose appointment was official- 
ly communicated to the Holy See. Fa- 
ther Graham said Mr. Tittman remain- 
ed at the Vatican from December, 1941 
until 1944. 


He said the State Department never 
admitted that Mr. Tittman was ever 
more than a special assistant to the 
personal representative of the Presi- 
dent, Myron C. Taylor. However, the 
Vatican, according to Father Graham, 
‘apparently maintains that, at least 
while he enjoyed sanctuary in Vatican 
City, he had a true diplomtic status in 
virtue of special accreditation.” 


The priest said the Vatican’s conten- 
tion is supported by a document in the 
Roosevelt papers at Hyde Park. He 
said this document is a memorandum 
on the subject sent by Sumner Welles, 
Undersecretary of State, to President 
Roosevelt on Dec. 17, 1941. 

Father Graham quotes Mr. Welles as 
stating: 

“The Secretary (Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull) agreed with me that it is 
of very great importance that Tittman 
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remain in the Vatican City so that w 
may continue contact through him witl 
the Holy See. If we ascertain that th 
Vatican will have to give in to Italia 
pressure and agree to have Tittmal 
leave, it seems to me that you will wisl 
to consider favorably Tittman’s desig 
nation as charge d’affaires in order t 
avoid this result.” 


Presbyterians Seek 
Ordination of Women 

Rochester, N. Y.—The Rochesti_ 
presbytery voted here to send an over 
ture to the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A 
advocating the ordination of women 4a: 
ministers. The General Assembly i 
scheduled to meet in Minneapolis 
Minn., in May. 

The presbytery also decided to senc 
letters to the Church’s 300 other pres: 
byteries in the country urging suppor 
of the overture. 

In asking for ordination of women, 
the presbytery said: 


‘The Christian faith has been his- 
tory’s most potent force in elevating 
the position of women in our civiliza- 
tion and using their special gifts. 

“Our age sees so many evidences of 
the leadership of women. A woman 
can be a teacher, lawyer, executive o1 
doctor; yet in our Church she cannot 
be ordained to preach the gospel. 


“This is indeed anomalous. The whole 
emphasis of organized Christianity has 
been the extension rather than the lim- 
itation of the number called into the 
service of Christ.” 

In recent years no other presbytery 
has petitioned the General Assembly 
to allow the ordination of women, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Glen E. Morrow. 
executive secretary of the Rocheste1 
presbytery.
